He maintained that an occupa­ 
tion tax could be levied, provided that 
the conditions were fair aud equitable, 
but that the business of a corporation 
could not be taxed, simply because it 
was conducted by a corporation.

corporation, a partnership, a firm or an 
individual. 
Mr. Lindsay vigorously antagonized 
the proposed issue of legal tender notes, 
declaring that it accentuated the exist­ 
ing menace to the gold reserve of the 
treasury and was, besides, the dearest 
11101^ ever devised. 
He held that such 
an iUme would be a blow to the nation s 
financial credit.

A SPANISH TRICK. 
There has b een a new plan suggested 
to Governor Boshnell regarding the 
raising of regiments for volunteer ser­ 
vice, which he has taken under consid­ 
eration. The plan is to have the gover­ 
nor issue a proclamation calling for the 
raising of a regiment in each congres­ 
sional district in the state. This would 
give 21 regiments in Ohio, a force 
suifieient to meet any demand for troops 
that is liab le to b e made b y the govern­ 
ment authorities. 
Indeed, it would go 
much b eyond what will prob ab ly b e the 
quota from this state upon the second 
call, if that b e made. 
The governor has taken no definite 
action In the matter more than to say 
it will receive consideration. No au­ 
thority exists at this time b y which he 
can order the raising of regiments, nor 
will he have snch authority until there 
b e a second call for troops. At that time 
he will decide what there is to b e done. 
He still holds, however, closelv to the 
idea that it will b e b etter to raise com­ 
panies aud organize them into regiments 
and appoint officers after they have b een 
b rought into camp and examined. This 
is more likely the plan that will b e fol­ 
lowed. 
Applications continue to pour into the 
governor’s office and that of the adjutant 
general, asking permission to raise com­ 
panies and regiments and prepare them 
for service. To these no reply has b een 
made b eyond to say that companies 
already organized would b e in line to 
ob tain recognition if more troops are 
needed.

This would

quota from this state upon the second 
call, if th at be made. 
The governor has taken no definite 
action in the m atter more than to say 
it will receive consideration.

can order the raising of regim ents, nor 
will he have such authority until there 
be a second call for troops. At that tim e 
he will decide w hat there is to be done. 
He still holds, however, closely to the 
idea that it will be better to raise com­ 
panies and organize them into regim ents 
and appoint officers after they have been 
brought into camp and examined. This 
is more likely the plan th at will be fol­ 
lowed. 
Applications continue to pour into the 
governor’s office and th at of the adjutant 
general, asking permission to raise com­ 
panies and regim ents and prepare them 
for service. 
To these no reply has been 
m ade beyond to say th at companies 
already organized would be in line to 
obtain recognition if more troops are 
needed.

Ex-Con*ul E lliott Say* T h ey M o lt B e Ruled 
W ith G reat T act. 
Isaac M. Elliott, who was our consul 
at Manilla a year or two ago, has been. 
in New York for several months watch­ 
ing the reports of the course of events 
at his old ]*>st with great interest. 
“ The natives of the Philippines have 
been wretchedly governed by Spain.” 
said Mr. Elliott recently, “ aud their 
character has been misrepresented. By 
nature they are aa affectionate people, 
but they must be ruled with great tact. 
When I was in Manilla, my servants 
were natives, and I gave them more lib­ 
erty than many other employers would 
have given them. 
“ One day one of my children stepped 
on the foot of a servant who was stand­ 
ing in the hall. I heard of the incident 
and punished the boy for it I discover­ 
ed, however, that by doing so I had 
cheapened my authority over the ierv- 
ants. They thought that they could do 
about as they chose, and several days 
later one of them struck the boy with 
the flat of his hand, knocking him 
down. There was only one way to deal 
with this native, aud that was with a 
good heavy canc. 
Otherwise I would 
have been completely at the mercy <>f 
my servants. I gave him a good cam lig­ 
and after it he rim away. Two days 
later he returned penitent and asked to 
be forgiven, promising to do better in 
the future. I haven’t the slightest doubt 
that the United States can govern the 
Philippines without trouble as soon as 
the natives understand just what the} 
may expect.”—New York Sun.

The officer stated he had 
a warrant for his arrest and unless he 
was admitted the door would be broken 
in. 
"You w ill never take me alive, and 
the first man that enters that door I w ill 
shoot,” said Richardson. 
"You had better open the door and let 
us in ,” said Chief Johnson, "and no 
harm w ill be done you.” 
The door was then opened, and the 
officers entered. Miller read the warrant 
aud Richardson was placed under arrest 
being guarded by Officer Grim 
Going into a small back room Mrs.B ut­ 
ler was found in bed attempting to injure 
herself by drinking spirits of turpentine 
and another liquid. The liquid was in 
a bottle labeled linim ent. 
She offered 
no explanation for what she was doing, 
and Miller thought she was attem pting 
suicide, and the bottles were taken from 
her. 
Some trouble was occasioned in 
getting the woman ready to take to 
jail, but after 
considerable 
talking 
everything was in readiness for the trip. 
The woman was looked after by Miller 
and Whan w hile Johnson and Grim had 
Richardson. 
The bottles secured in the house are 
now in the possession of the authorities, 
and w ill be used as an exhibit in tile 
case. 
W hile going to jail the woman said 
Richardson was nothing but a boarder 
and that there was nothing in the case 
whatever. 
This afternoon the case was w ith­ 
drawn at the request of the plaintiff, 
and the defendants agreeing to pay the 
costs.
